The  1946-47  Admirals  team  enjoyed  a  sensational  season  in  basketball. 
Shore  proved  its  power  by  capturing  the  championship  of  the  Eastern  Confer- 
ence, and  reached  state-wide  acclaim  when  they  defeated  Youngstown  South. 

The  Admirals  opened  the  season  with  a  veteran  team,  having  four 
lettermen  in  the  starting  lineup.  At  mid-year  the  squad  lost  three  of  these 
lettermen,  Don  McLean,  Dexter  Rolla,  and  Warren  Levitt.  However,  the  re- 
placements came  through  in  excellent  style  losing  only  one  game  throughout 
the  season. 

This  season  was  a  very  thrilling  season  for  the  fans  who  attended  the 
games.  Five  contests  were  decided  in  the  last  minute  of  play,  with  Shore 
winning  four  of  these  five.  The  only  mar  on  the  record  was  the  42-37  defeat 
to  Bedford  on  the  Bearcat's  floor.
